| THE PROSPECTS AND RESOURCES OF BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. : 
Every country has, its ups.and downs, its ebbs 
and flows. -British Columbia bas had its full 
share. Shakspeare has stid: ‘There is a tide 
in the affairs of man which if taken at the flood 
leads onto fortune.” This is equally true of 
_ nations and peoples. The. tide of this colony 
* was not taken at the flood. It was permitted 
“to ebb and flow and cbb again ; and the conse- 
' quence is that very much precious time has been 
lost, and here we are in 1865 just about where 
1859 should have foand us—only making a com- 
mencement upon a rational and solid basis. 
Young as British Columbia is, it has experienced 
some dark days—struggled with numerous diffi- 
culties. But notwithstanding all this the pros. 
pects of the colony never looked brighter and 
more hopeful than they do at the present moment. 
The gold mines are every year increasing in 
breadth and in richness. While the old bar dig- 
i gings on the Fraser are by no means exhausted, 
Cariboo, with far less “excitement, promises to 
yield more richly than ever. The neighboring 
creeks, too—Lightning, Willow, Lowhee, Cun- 
ningham—with many others also contribute their 
quota to the general yield. This year Cariboo 
will yield more than in any previous season. 
Appliances and operations have become more 
systematized, and the return for labor will be 
three fold greater than formerly. The Bed Rock 
Flume—a work which bas cost something over 
$100,000—will work wonders on Williams 
Creek, while the opening up of rich hill diggings 
will give remanerative employment all the year 
round. Lightning Creek is no longer a problem. 
The striking of rich ground in the Ayershire 
Yass has inspired confidence, and operations 
there will be earnest and-effective. Lowhee now 
promises to rival even Williams in the richness 
of its leads, while it surpasses all others in the fine- 
ness of its gold. The Horse-fly country, a sub- 
urb of Cariboo, is undergoing a vigorous and 
thorough prospecting, and enough is already 
known to justify the assertion that it will be ad- 
ded to the list of our attractive gold-fields. But 
the great feature of 1865, undoubtedly is Koote- 
_ nay, which is understood to comprise all that 
' country watered, by the Upper Columbia and the 
Thompson Rivers. There lies a gold-field which 
for extent and richness will astonish the world, 
and cause a rush in comparison with which that 
of 1858 was a mere drop in the bucket. Cariboo, 
with its almost fabulous wealth, will fall before 
it:. This may appear little better than idle and 
exaggerated prediction. Yet there are not want- 
ting ascertained facts to justify what we 
write. A sweep of nearly four hundred miles 
of ground, yielding from $20 to $100 a day to 
each man employed in mining, cannot possibly 
fail to attract population. With the opening up 
of these mines we also throw open a very rich and 
extensive agricultural country, drained by the 
Thompson and numerous lesser streams, and ab- 
ounding in silver and copper. This year Cariboo 
will not command a large popalation, so that its 
yield may not safely be reckoned at more than 





six million dollars’; but when we come to add. 


the amount which will be raised in our southern 
mines—say four million, at the very least—we 
may confidently count upon an aggregate yield 
of ten million dollars this year. And that, with 
an actual mining population not exceeding ten 


thousand, affords tolerably satisfactory evidence: 


of the mineral wealth of the colony! Nor is this 
all, silver, copper, cinebar, and plumbago, abound 
in many districts, while near the seaboard are to 
be found immense coal-fields. These less at- 
tractive minerals of course remain undisturbed 
‘on account of tlie dearness of labour and the sear- 
. city of capital. If we had time we might allude 
to other resources, such as timber and fish, the 
former of which is likely to become at no distant 
day a very important article of export. It will 
be seen that all that is wanted to enable British 
Columbia to take her stand as a first-class colony 
is population and capital to develop her varied 
and immense resources ; and it has often been 
matter of surprise to us why it is that English 
capital does not flow into a field whiere fifteen and 
twenty per cent. could be obtained for it without 
the slightest hazard. There is no doubt that the 
very imperfect and unsettled political institutions 
_ of the colony have had something to do with 
this; while the possibility of being forced into\a 
anion with a neighboring colony, with its rotten 
instititutions and bankrupt exechequer, with its

« GextieneN,—Once more I have the pleasure of 
coming before you-after a somew hat long session of ovr 
Legislative Council, in which I have devoted a close and 
constant attention to the interests of the Douglas-Lil- 
qooet District, in which is built the pioneer and best 
road'to the upper country. Tn a Council in which two- 
thirds are official members T consider it reqnisite that 
the elected members should, at the close of each session, 
present themselves before their constituents to see if 
their votes have met tlre wishes of the people, and also 
present themselves again before the meeting of a new 
session to hear the wishes, wants and grievances, if 
any, of the parties they represent, 30 that they may 
gpeak when in the Gouncii with the voice of the major- 
ity, and be the modthpiece in reality of the Jarge dig- 
tricts ther each belong to, When this is the case what 
they say Will have weight with the officiat members, 
knowing as they do that the elected members represent 
so fully |publi¢ opinion, and that they are willing to 
hate fully scrutipized every speech they make and every 
vote they give.; This is my case at present. I come 
before you to redeive at your hands either approval or 
otherwise. 

Since I was elected we have passed through two ses- 
fons, one, a shdrt one before Christmas, called to settle 
w the matters of the Inte Government, and the other 
may be called|the commencement of our present popu- 
jap Governor's administration. It commenced at the 
beginning of the year and has lasted for upwards of 
four months, in whieh all the members were compelled 
to be present, except on leave of absence, and fined $10. 
foreach time they were late. The new Rules of Order 
would, if it had been nnanimously asked for, have made 
a exception as regards the fines in favor of the elected 
members, but I opposed its being dene as T considered 
our districts would ‘suffer if we were away when the 
oficial members were present; in fact: we could not 
afford to.be absént, but obliged to attend five days each 
week in order that we might prove fully worthy of the 


. great trust that -had been given to us by those who had 


placed their interests and prosperity in our hands. At 
one time the guestion arose whether the elected 
members should have their travelling expenses 
paid. | I at once opposed it as being a ‘near approach to 
paid members, in whom, constituted as our Council is, 
there could be no independence, and it would always 
give rise to suspicion. I stated that the greatest honor 
that could be cofiferred on me was what | then enjoyed, 
namely, being the member for Douglas-Lillooet District, 
and being fully;independent to represent you and your 


- interests, whether | might or might not clash with the 


Government in doing so, and I can safely say.1 have 
tarried this out to the best of my ability, 

I have‘presented several petitions from your hands 
and fully advocated their contents. Amongst the rest 
I may notice! the one against, increasing the tire on wag- 
gon wheels, whieb, if it had passed and become law, 


- Would have been so injurious and destructive to your 


property and detrimental to the best interests of com- 
merce. According: to the promise I made at.the elec- 
tion I opposed it in every way, by petitions, deputations 
te the Governor and in the Council, and in the end 
Government withdrew the obnoxious and injurious mea- 
ture. [strongly advocated the making it compulsory 
for all Chinese enggged in mining being compelled to 
pay their mining ligense of five dollars per year, ¢ither 
when ‘they nia iene ot or it be collected from them 
on the mining ground, where they have been making 
during-the past winter, when they liked to Work, 
from $5 to $100 per day.

To enable us to get machinery into the mines of 
Caribog, and by trails get provisions to Kootenay and 
not starve out the miners there when we have them, 
and enable them both to get cheap provisions and more 
employment by getting eapital employed in both places. 
It is like investing one dollar to enable us to get two, 
both'this and the tariff, which for the moment bears 
heavily on us when goods are so high. 

; I etme to an issue with various members of oar Coun- 
cil on the Currency Bill. They maintained that coined 
gold never rose or fell in value in the currency of any 
country, according to the rate of exchange on the place 
from whence it came, a system peculiar, and: no doubt 
would be amusing to some of my old friends in the Le- 
vant, Where the value of the different gold coins rise 
and fall daily according to Exchanges. At present the 
Bank rate of Exchange on London is $5 10c., and at 
New Westminster the sovereign being fixed at $4 85c. 
it follows that with a margin of 5 per cent, it will pay 
much better to ship sovereigns than bur bills. The 
only people who get a benefit are the only Bank we have 
in the|colony, as their paper- with the withdrawal of 
gold must come ¢ntirely into circulation. And when 
on the subject of Banks I may stite that I hope yet that 
the British Colambia local Bank, which a number of us 
had the honor to inaugurate some few years back. will 
yet be carried into effect, ag at present Banking institu- 
tions are a curse rather than|abenefittous. They give 
every ndvantage that can safely be done to the neigh- 
boring colggfy, and theréfore we cannot fairly compete, 
as if the Bakks were awny, hy giving credits for the ex- 
ecntion of indents in Eagiand, and making interest from 
12 to 18 per cent. on discounts and money, whereas in 
this colony the people in Cariboo have to pay 36 per 
cent. per annum and 3 per cent. exchange on Victoria, 
V. I, and ia some cases a commission besides ; and at 
New Westminster generally 24 per cent. and no indent 
credits allowed. Most of the commercial distress of 
Inst season was ¢aused from these high rates. It was 
really killing the goose for the sake of the golden egg. 
1 would have brought in-a usury law, similar to the one 
that has been passed by our neighbors in Washington 
Territory, but when I mooted the affair I saw no 
chance ofgetting any support. At present the onby way 
of gettiing equal facilities with the neighboring colony 
is to get our own Bank under weigh, which may be 
done with our own and British’ capital combined, and 
bring competition to bear before all the merchants in 
the upper country are entirely ruined, It is requisite 
that some one should speak out on this subject and 
place the matter before the public here and capitalists 
at home.also, to prevent impeiliments being thrown by 
a Bank to prevent direct shipments to the colony. 

I now come to @ most important matter, and one on 
whieh our being able to be a colony under Great Britain 
depends. I mean what you elected me to do, namely, 
oppose by every means any union with Vancouver Is- 
Jand, which is being asked for by one town of that col- 
ony. [I believe that if it took place it would be our 
destruction as a colony and detrimental both to} Impe- 
rial and colonial interests. But lam aware that there 
is no danger for the next five years, let the Victoria 
people do what they will. They are now at their old 
game of raising doubts and difficulties in the minds of 
new arrivals and so prevent their settling in British 
Columbia until they have spent the usual contribution 
in Victoria, where they have just landed. However, 
this has been tried so often that it is now, to use a col- 
onial phrase, ‘‘played out.’’ People, notwithstanding 
the clamor of Victoria, maycome with confidence, lay 
out their money and settle on the land, great induce- 
ments for which are now offered. And we want mer- 
chants with capital sufficient at Douglas, where the very 
best opening in the colony now exists, to import direct 
to the colony. Merchants of V. I. are paying 60c. per 
barrel extra for flour, in the shape of duty, for the priv- 
ilege of living at Victoria, V.1I., and of course so long 
as they like it we ought to have no objection to receive 
their money, but a merchant at Douglas importing di- 
rect can ares undersell them to this extent, and other 
goods in the same proportion. -A great opening there- 
fore exists for rew mercantile houses. 1 believe union 
woul be bad for Imperial interests. It hag been the 
custom for England to divide her colonies, and each 
then vies with the other in loyalty, and it would cer- 
tainly guard against a movement taking place in Victo- 
ria to sever our connection with Great Britain, and al- 
iow of this colony being disposed of against her will 
and having nothing to say jn the matter. The colony 
is now thoroughly loyal, although without protection 
from either the army or navy of Great Britain, excepta 
visit the latter makes us for a few days about once or 
twice every year, and instead of keeping us the Home 
Goryernment try to make money out of us by wanting us 
to pay fifty thousand dollars, besides colonial pay for 
the-troops of $1 or 4s. per day, for the buildings she 
required some years back for the Engineers, when she 
had them here, and also to pay for our Indian wars, 
caused by the acts of people in Vancouver Island. So 
long as the colonies are separate each will try te be 
more loyal than the other. 1 would go even still further 
to say this country cannot exist if the policy was con- 
tinued of building up a town like Victoria and prevent- 
ing settlement in British Columbia, and the settlers 
would all lose the money they have invested. If it: is 
only to be looked on as & place for Victoria people to 
come and mine for four months every year, an enemy 
could also make an attack on Victoria, and so take the 
whole colony, instead of having to attack 200,000 miles

ria people had their own way—stating that the people 
pay some enormous rate per head for taxes. I can re- 
fer you to an article that appeared in the Brrrisn Cot- 
UMBIAN newspaper of the 6th April, in which the‘rate 
is made $30 per head or £6, but this is too high; I 
make¢ it much less than this. The only grievance we 
havejis that nearly the whole is taken and laid out for 
the benefit of Cariboo and Kootenay, and we do not get 
ourshare. In the Victoria petition our resident settlers, 
the miners of Kootenay, the Chinese and the Indians 
are left out. These men. are supposed not to eat or 
drink. All who sign the Victoria petition do so in or- 
der to disfranchise themselves, as they have now a vote 
in the election of mining boards ‘and for a-‘member to 
the Ivegislative Council, and also attempt to ruin the 
colony and destroy invested interests therein, to which 
they come to make a living five months every yedr, say 
from May to October. Ifit is requisite to obtain the 
voice of our transient population I should say the resi- 
dents and settlers of the colony should get them to sign 
another petition, as their object is to get as much gold 
as possible out of the colony and pay as few taxes as 
possible during the. time they are with us. Andastheir 
taxes would be increased and no moncy laid out for 
their benefit, if we have to keep a Iqt of idle people in 
Victoria they would willingly sign again for us so-as to 
be ready at the end of the next five years. I could say 
much more on this subject and show how union would 
be d¢trimental to us, but I will only point out the pro- 
gress we have made since we hate been separated ; 
hiow land is being now cultivated with confidence, so 
much so that in our district alone we shall, 1 hope 
grow corn enough to supply flour to the whole colony, 
and our Legislative Council having ¢xpressed the unan- 
imous voice of the settlers of the colony in the firm way 
they have opposed any ‘attempt at union and set the 
matter at rest, end given confidence;thereby to the col- 
ony. I shall conclude by saying that I shall always be 
ready to defend your interests here prin England, if! 
had to lecture there from town to town to prevent the ruin 
that would follow any union with the neighboring colony. 
I have now to congratulate you of the result of your 
petition, which I had the honor to present, asking that 
the road tolls on home-grown produce should be taken 
off. This has been granted, and I hope to see it svon 
removed off all feed and- lumber, according to your 
wish. The Ordinance for doing away with imprison- 
ment for debt hag been passed and become law ; also 
no person can be followed and suéd-for foreign debt 
after a residence of three years in the colony. This Or- 
dinance is called Limitation of Foreign Suits and Ac- 
tions. The emigration scheme we passed I hope will 
soon come into operation, as it will be a great boon to 
our settlers, I have now laid before you the history of 
the session. I should like to have} had the Harrison 
Rapids fully improved, but the Council would not hear 
of it; a very complete suryey has, however, been made. 
I hope soon the money voted for repair of roads and 
public buildings will be laid out. (I consider [ have 
been very fortunate in all I have advocated being gen- 
erally the wish of the colonists, and have, as it were, 
spoken with their voice. Iam now ready to answer 
any questions that may be put to me as-to the line of 
policy I pursued last session, and also to get inferma- 
tion how | can best represent you ip the next one. 
After the meeting the following questions were ask- 
ed: Whether it. was true that the Hon. Mr. Ball, while 
holding 9 commission as Stipendaty Magistrate, and 
therefore speaking with the voice of the Government, 
had |made np most unealled-for attack upon the people 
of this district, who were the first settlers and pioneers 
of the colony, as well as in their property, by stating 
that they were unworthy of support, as their road was 
only a by-way in-the colony. Mr. Holbrook said he be- 
lieved suchastatement had been made by thegentlemen, 
whom he could not look upon as ‘speaking with the 
voice of Government in the matter,/and it had had no 
effect on the House, as they voted for the grant of $1000 
to improve the slough at Douglas, on which the dispute 
arose. He had had the honor to reply and defend the 
district, and describe it as it really is, the garden of 
the colony, and likely this year to produce corn enough 
to make flour for the whole upper country. Mr. Hol- 
brook was then asked why the $1000 voted for the 
slough had not been expended when the water was fa- 
vorable and between 40 and 50 men lying idle in the 
place. He replied that he was unable to say: the grant 
was given after considerable opposition in the Council, 
and be certainly expected it had been expended. J.B. 
Gaggin, Esq., the respected and popular Stipendary 
Magistrate, was requested to say if fie had received any 
orders to repair the roads and bridges, both of which 
are in a bad state and dangerous to traffic, and whether 
a distretionary power was placed in his hands to do 
what repairs and alterations might be required out of 
the sum granted for that purpose. -He replied that he 
bad no orders or instructions on tlic subject: the road 
was of course suffering much in consequence, and he 
felt great interest in it and the prosperity of the district. 
Mr. Kittrell, of the half-way house, made an excellent 
speech, showing how the people on this route were 
the first settlers and pioneers of the colony; also the 
large amount of money that had ‘been expended by 
them in improving their farms, in houses and in steam- 
boats, and the great depreciation of property that had 
taken place in-consequence of the action of Government 
in refusing to repair the Harrison Rapids. He might 
say not more than 10c. in the dollar of the money laid 
out could be got back ; and he blamed their representa- 
tive for not exerting himself more on the subject. He 
had to apologize for speaking when an alien; but he 
had brought his wife and family to the colony and-had 
invested all his means in bis farm and house... His 
pocket as well as that of bis neighbors was now touch- 
ed and he thought he was not wrong in coming forward 
and expressing bis grievances and feelings. He had 
heard the present Government, although a long 
time in the colony, knew so _ little about 
a large body of the actual settlers of the colony as_ to 
have asked the question whether any bridges existed 
on the route. As tg the union with Vancouver Island, 
he thought no Government would be so insane as to 
favor such an injustice being done. He thought that 
when the elected members could not carry their mea- 
sures they ought to resign at once, as by doing so the 
Goverament would be obliged to grant the people their 
rights in giving them increased representation. He 
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| the same rights granted to them as the Yale pegple got, 
and also why so much difficulty, as appeared in the fe- 
‘bates at the time, occurred in the Council granting 
| $1000 for the slough at Douglas, and why the Council, 
| as well as Government appeared to pave a prejudice 
| against this route, or why, they. wished to favor one 
{more than another. He animadverted yéry strongly

not to blame ; and he thought when saying so. he spoke

} as it was fully shown how powerless the élected mem- 
| bers were : such a Council as the present one, with) in- 
justice to the colonists, had caused a rebellion in Cana-
